SHOOTS SELF IN 


RIGHT TEMPLE 


TOURIST DENTIST TAKES LIFE 
WHILE DESPONDENT. 


Home Was In Bath. Had Been Op- 
rating Many Years. 


Dr. KR. D. Smith of Bath, Mich., a 
traveling dentist, took his life by 
shooting himself thru the right tem- 
ple here last week Friday morning. 
It is belisved that he committed the 
deed while under a spel} of despond- 
ency. ; 

Dr. Smith came to Grayling 
Thanksgiving day at about noon and 
registered at Shoppenagon Inn where 
he had dinner. Later he made ar- 
rangements with the manager to 
store a trunk and couple of grips 
there for a few days. He left the 
hotel some time during the afternoon 
and did not return for a room that 
night, He was seen’sbout the Mich- 
igan Central depot several times dur- 
ing the late hours of that night. 

At about 7:30 o'clock his dead 
body was discovered near the Michi- 
gan Central right-of-way about a mile 
and a half south of the passenger 
depot, A 82 calibre revolver was in 
his right Land with his thumb press- 
ed against the trigger. A bullet hole 
and powder burns about the right 
temple clearly ‘indicated @hat he had 
taken his. owr life. 

Soft dirt about the place where the 
deed was committed had been con- 
siderably trampled and gave evidence 
that the victim had spent much time 
there, possibly meditating over wheth- 
ar or not he should proceed with his 
plans of ending his life. Sheriff 
Richardson. was notified and he im- 
mediately took charge of the body, 
which after due examination was 
turned over to the undertaker and 
Coroner L, A. Gardner. 

The dead man. had several letters 
in his possession, from his sister, 
Mrs. Thomas Robson of Bath, the 
contents of which indicated that Dr. 
Smith had been in poor health that 
the sister was trying to persuade 
aim not to become discouraged. At 
the orders of Mrs. Robson the body 
was shipped to Bath that night. 

Dr. Smith was 44 years of age. 
For a great many years he followed 
the profession of traveling dentist, 
going from one town to another do- 
ing dental work in his hotel room. 
He was a skillful operator and enjoy- 
ed a good business thruout the state, 
especially in the southern counties. 
At one time he visited Grayling. He 
had about $80 in his pockets at the 
time of his death. He was unmarried, 
and was a member of a Masonic lodge 
at Owosso,

In 80 large an a& 
sembly some impostors, crooks and 
evil-doers are almost Invariably found 
but the careful work of the Legion 
officials and the local police simply 
restricted the activities of these un- 
desirables, 

“Of harmless ‘high Jinks’ there was, 
of course, a joyous abundance, New 
Orleans, with its carnival traditions, 
shared fn the fun of it all and rejoiced 
in the hilarity which testified that the 
lads of the Legion were having ua good 
time. Of wanton offense and of ma- 
Hefous. mischief, American Legion 
week was remarkably free. The wish 
expressed by the Times-Picayune last 
Saturday morning—that the Legion- 
naires would carry to their bomes 
‘recollections of the convention as 
pleasant as those they leave witb us? 
—cnme straight from the heart.”
